David Ormsby Gore. It was made 
public concurrently with its pres 
entation to Parliament by the 
British government. 


The text did not specify the 


number of the missiles to be sold 
to Britain but officials said that 
as far as can now be seen it will 
be up to 100, depending 'on Brit-

Money Saving 
Could Cut 
Efficiency

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — 
Sen. 


John L. McClellan, D-Ark., said 
today Navy testimony 
indicates 


that the effort to save money by 
designing the TFX warplane for 
both the Air Force and Navy may 
result in a "sacrifice of weaponry 
effectiveness." 


McClellan heads the Senate In- 


vestigations 
subcommittee 
in a 


many-sided probe of the awarding 
of the contract to design, develop 
and produce the TFX as a multi- 
purpose new weapons system for 
both services. 


Primarily the subcommittee is 


exploring whether favoritism in 
fluencecl award of the contract to 
the General Dynamics Corp. of 
Fort Worth, Tex. Military evalu- 
ation boards had decided that a 
rival design from the Boeing Co. 
of Seattle, Wash., promised a bet- 
ter, cheaper plane. 


Secretary of Defense Robert S. 


McNamara, who overruled the 
boards, has denied heatedly that 
any consideration but merit en- 
tered the decision. He contended 
the General 
Dynamics 
version 


would prove superior and less 
costly in the long run. He pre- 
dicted TFX as a weapons system 
for the Air Force and Navy could 
save a billion dollars .over the 
the costs of separate systems for 
each service. 


McNamara contende'd much of 


the saving would stem from the 
"commonality" 
or 
interchange- 


ability of parts between Air Force 
TFX and the lighter Navy version 
which Adm. George W. Anderson, 
chief of naval operations, said is 
still heavier than the Navy re- 
quested. 


McClellan, in an interview said: 


"I think the testimony of Adm. 
Anderson certainly carries the im- 
plication, if not the 
statement, 


that operational effectiveness and 
weaponry quality have been com- 
promised in order to achieve so- 
called commonality. 


"That raises the question of 


what price has been paid in the 
sacrifice 
of weaponry effective- 


ness for commonality." 


The subcommittee is in recess 


and has not announced when it 
will resume the hearings.

TORONTO (AP) — Lester B. 


Pearson's Liberals re-cmcrgcd to- 
day as Canada's leading political 
party, but just short of a clear 
majority in the House of Com- 
mons. 


Prime minister John G. Dinfcn- 


baker, although in effect repudi- 
ated in Monday's election, indi- 
cated he will hold on to tho top 
job as long as he can. It appeared 
however, that he must eventually 
turn over the prime ministry to 
Pearson. 


With only four scats outstand- 


ing in the tabulation of results, 
the Liberals had 126 scats in the 
House of Commons, seven less 
than the 133 that means com- 
mand over all opposition parties 
in Parliament. 


The Conservatives had 94 seals, 


the Social Credit party 24 and the 
New Democrats 17. 


Conservatives 
were ahead in 


three, the Liberals in one of the 
districts yet to report final results. 
Thus the Liberals seemed to have 
no chance of the 133 majority un- 
less they could pull some magic 
out of overseas returns from serv- 
ice men which are to be an- 
nounced next weekend. 


By the usual procedure, the 


party gaining most seats names 
the prime minister. That would 
put Pearson, at 65, in line to take 
over the leadership he failed 
to 


win in two previous attempts. 1950 
and 1962.

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JFK Has Had 
2nd Thoughts 
About Cuba

WASHINGTON (AP)—President 


Kennedy has had some second 
thoughts—and third ones, too—on 
Cuba. 


He has been most consistent in 


holding out hope for Cuban refu- 
gees that their homeland will be 
freed. But lie has remained vague 
on how the freedom would be won. 


While at one time he talked of 


using only radio, television, the 
press and moral power against 
Cuba, he later backed an invasion. 


At one time ho was against box- 


ing in the refugees, but now he's 
boxing them in. 


The evolution, and the changes. 


in his thought can be traced by- 
starting with his statements in 
the campaign. 


On Oct. 15 that year he said: 


"We must end the harassment 
which this government has carried 
on 
of liberty-loving 
anti-Castro 


forces in Cuba and other lands— 


"We must recognize these ex- 


iles and rebels represent the real 
voice of Cuba and should not be 
constantly handicapped by our im- 
migration and Justice Department 
authorities."

Policy Crisis 
in Kremlin 
Is Evident 


EDITORS NOTE—Domestic and 


international troubles are piling 
up on the Kremlin. John M. High- 
tower, AP diplomatic affairs writ- 
er, reviews the situation and re- 
ports on how U.S. officials view 
it in broad policy terms. 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The shad-i 


owy outlines of a policy crisis in 
the Kremlin have cast a deep un- 
certainty over the future develop- 
ment of Soviet relations with the 
United States and the outside 
world in general. 


The best-informed U.S. officials 


discount reports abroad that Pre- 
mier Khrushchev is in serious 
political trouble, faced with tough 
opposition inside the Soviet ruling 
group. So far as can be judged 
from here, he is still the dominant 
wielder of power in Moscow. 


Yet the accumulation of trou- 


bles with which the Soviet govern- 
ment is now beset, including the 
long and serious argument with 
Red China, is a condition for 
which Khrushchev as the leader of 
the government and the Commu- 
nist party must take major re- 
sponsibility. This could lead to 
personal difficulties for him. 


In broad policy terms, authori- 


ties here see the present period 
in Moscow as one of great inde- 
cision, and the question which con- 
cerns them is what the trend of 
Soviet policy will be when the 
time of debate over various pos- 
sible courses of action comes to 
an end.

Birmingham radio station more 
than 20 years ago.

But 
Khrushchev's 
difficulties 


range far beyond his quarrel with 
the Red Chinese and his obvious 
efforts to reassert Soviet leader- 
ship throughout the Communist 
bloc. Probably the most serious 
problems he faces are those con- 
cerned with promoting agricultur- 
al production and stimulating in- 
dustrial expansion. After 10 years 
of growth, Soviet industry ha 
leveled off. The chronic farm 
crisis is probably as bad now as 
it was a decade ago when Khrush 


Khrushchev now had a base in 


the Americas. And any invasion 
by refugees or anyone else, since 
It almost certainly would involve 
the Russians, might lead to war 
with Russia.

NEW YORK (AP)—That annual 


spring rite of Hollywood, the 
awarding of the Motion Picture 
Academy's statuettes, may not he 
television's best show of the year, 
but it always has a certain fasci- 
nation.

ment about the top awards, of 
course. Even more, there are the 
stars to sec and for the ladies 
of the home audience, there are 
the stars' dresses. It's a long two 
hours, but still it's sort of fun. 


Monday night the ABC produc- 


tion started out rather dismally. 
The cameras were out of focus 
and the sound was fuzzy. 


When theyi cleared up, Frank 


Sinatra was off to a rather out- 
of-focus start. As master of cere- 
monies, he gave a little lecture 
in siiow biz slang on making bet- 
ter pictures in Hollywood, using 
the "Mona Lisa" as an example, 


At one point, he referred to La

The show sped along at a no- 


nonsense clip. The greatest im- 
provement was grouping the songs 
rather than singing them intermi- 
nably through the evening.

bombarding our environment each 
year with 900 million pounds of 
chemicals to kill insects, weeds, 
rodents and other organisms con- 
sidered to be pests. The question— 
the controversy—is what all these 
recently developed poisons are doj 


ing to the nation's wild life, to the 
balance of nature and to man him- 
self. 


"CBS Reports" 
undertook to 


find out in an investigation that 
occupied eight months. The result 
was shown Wednesday night in 
"The Silent Spring of Rachel Car- 
son," 
the sweet-faced, gentle- 


voiced biologist who wrote a docu- 
mented book that started the con- 
troversy. 


CBS cameras and producer-re- 


porter Jay McMullcn visited the 
prime sources 
of 
information: 


Miss Carson, Secretary of Agri- 
culture Orville Freeman, Surgeon 
General Luther Terry, Commis- 
sioner George Larrick of the Food, 
and Drug Administration, the di- 
rector of the U.S. Fish and Wild- 
life research center and many 
others, including a spokesman for 
the chemical industry which man- 
ufactures the pesticides. 


Result was a thoughtful, unemo- 


tional, clear and thoroughly fright- 
ening program. It was frightening 
because, as McMullen summed it 
up, it seems that nobody really 
knows how serious the pesticide 
danger is because there is "an ap- 
palling scarcity of facts concern- 
ing the effects" of them.
